Many Are Ill-Equipped

MIAMI (AP) — As Americans 


rush to adopt Vietnamese 
orphans, a Miami adoption 
specialist warns that some 
people are reacting to stories of

"This is a panic thing — I've 


seen it too often." said March 
Dickens, director of the Miami 
office of the Children's Home 
Society of Florida. 


"I'd say that 70 per cent of the 


people who have applied for 
these children are not equipped 
to bring them up. There's a 
romance in this business of 
taking an overseas child." 


Miami psychologist Dr. Edith 


Lord said the Vietnam stories 
have triggered a "come into my 
home and let me mother you1' 
instinct among Americans 


She 
said 
that 
many 


Americans are prompted by 
compassion and love to seek a 
Vietnamese child but others are 
driven by guilt, glamor and 
emotional problems. 


"The press sort of played up 


the fact that our going to Viet- 
nam to support a civil war was 
immoral, if not illegal." Dr. 
Lord said. 


Some people reacted to that 


by adopting a Vietnamese child 
as

something good." 


She adds that there are cer- 


tain types of parents who will 
make good mothers and fathers 
of Vietnamese orphans. 


"The pinnacle of maturation

Such persons want to and can 
give of themselves freely to 
dependent people." 


But she said adoption officials 


must weed out "carnivorous 
parents" who want to adopt to 
meet their own emotional needs. 


"If you add the problems of

Dr. Michael Epstein, a Miami 


child psychologist, agreed that 
the Vietnamese children might 
run into problems here.

Precious Food Wasted 


Before many Americans give up 


meat and snacks to help feed the 
starving people of the world, the 
governments of those people are going 
to have to do more to help themselves. 


One expert claims that enough food 


is unnecessarily lost in some countries 
to insects, rodents, plant diseases and 
wasteful distribution methods-to feed 
half a billion people. 


The United Nations Food and 


Agricultural Organization estimates 
that even in comparatively developed 
Latin America, 40 per cent of crop 
yields-are lost. 


According to another authority, 


Melvin B. Handle, up to 50 per cent of 
the food grown in developing countries 
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is wasted between the time it leaves 
"the farm and the time it reaches the 
consumer. Handle, a former official of 
the U.S. Agency for International 
Development (AID), is president of a 
private firm that contracts with 
developing countries to teach them 
modern food distribution techniques. 


Not only ignorance and primitive 


conditions but unstable governments, 
lack of consumer goods and politics 
must share the blame for low levels of 
agricultural productivity in many 
developing 
nations, 
charges 
yet 


another authority, Roy Bainer, emeri- 
tus dean of the College of j ngineering 
of the University of California in 
Davis. 


He cites Chile as an example of a 


country where political unrest has un- 
done advances. "It's a shame to see 
the potential of this country — with 
most of the natural resources found in 
California — going to waste." 


In Laos, says Bainer, AID assisted in 


building diversion > dams to supply 
irrigation water to farmers, making it 
possible for them to produce twice as 
much rice on two hectares of land as 
had been produced on three — and 
then the farmers refused to gqow rice 
on the third hectare. 


Why? Because "the farmer's only 


concern was, and is, producing enough 
rice to meet the needs of his village. 
There is no incentive for hjtn to 
produce surplus rice for sale because 
there is little he can purchase with the 
money." 


With more consumer goodw availa- 


ble, farmers might be encouraged to 
meet outside demands for rice. But 
then, in Laos, war has disrupaed 
market possibilities. 


Despite it all, Baine remains an op- 


timist. "It is hard to believe that 
man's ingenuity has reached the end/ 
of the line. Certainly we have the 
brains to overcome the problems.'

He cites Chile as an ex ample o f a 
co untry where po litical unrest has un­ 
do ne adv ances. “ It’s a shame to see 
the po tential o f this co untry — with 
mo st o f the natural reso urces fo und in 
Califo rnia — go ing to waste.” 
In Lao s, say s Bainer, AID assisted in 
building div ersio n dams to supply 
irrigatio n water to farmers, making it 
po ssible fo r them to pro duce twice as 
much rice o n two hectares o f land as 
had been pro duced o n three — and 
then the farmers refused to gqo w rice 
o n the third hectare. 
Why ? Because “ the farm er’s o nly 
co ncern was, and is, pro ducing eno ugh 
rice to meet the needs o f his v illage. 
There is no incentiv e fo r hy m to 
pro duce surplus rice fo r sale because 
there is little he can purchase with the 
mo ney .” 
With mo re co nsumer go o dw av aila­ 
ble, farmers might be enco uraged to 
meet o utside demands fo r rice. But 
then, in Lao s, war has disrupted 
market po ssibilities. 


Despite it all, Baine remains an o p­ 
timist. “ It is hard to believ e that 
man’s ingenuity has reached the end 
o f the line. Certainly we hav e the 
brains to o v erco me the pro blems.’ 
What seem s to be lacking in to o 
many co untries is the will.

Morton’s perfwmahce as the 
Administration’s chief energy 
spokesman has been a disap­ 
pointment to the White House. 
He had terrified western state 
officials by pressing for a vast 
IHt^am of tapping the region’s 
coal reserves without much ap­ 
parent concern for the negative 
environmental impact.

increase in the Federal gasoline 
tax at a tirm the President was 
publicly opposing such an 
increase. 


He k)oked foolish by enounc­ 
ing the government would 
proceed with bids for offshore 
oil drilling while the Supereme 
Court was still pondering the 
question of whether the states or 
tht' Federal Government owned 
the rights to such offshore 
rtisourct‘8. And he had been 
st'verely criticized by Sen. 
Henry Jackson and others for 
moving too slowly to encourage 
greater drilling for oil and dig­ 
ging for coal. 


The seashore environmental 
alliance recently accused him of 
a cmflict of interest because his 
brother, former Sen. Thruston 
Morton, is on the board of 
directors (rf an oil company that 
has leas^ acreage in the 
Federal waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico.

The Commerce post is such a 
dog that speculation immedia­ 
tely arose that Mturton would 
really be occupying his time 
there as Maurice Stans used to 
do, privately raising funds 
anxmg bmlnessmen for the next 
Presidential campaign. But 
Stans got into a lot of legal 
trouble for th(»ie efforts.

Fail-plain incorporation would 


I* abandoned if a circuit judge 
rules against dividing township 
assets. St. Joseph township 
residents heard Saturday at the 
annual meeting. 


It would not be economically 


feasible. Richard G. Hagenauer. 
chairman (if the Committee for 
the City of Fairplain, said to 
start the new city from scratch. 


Hagenauer was responding to 


a report by SI. Joseph township 
supervisor, Orval L. Benson, 
that the township would seek a 
ruling from the Ingham County 
Circuit court, how assets would 
be divided. 


The 
assets 
are 
various 


municipal properties such as 
park land and a fire station now 
owned by the Townships of St. 
Joseph and Benton. 


Hagenauer said the Commit- 


tee for the City of Fairplain was 
going on the assumption the 
new city would retain one-third 
of thc_St. Joseph township as- 
sets and one-fourth of Benton 
township assets. 


The new city also would ex- 


pect to assume its share of 
bonded indebtedness for water 
and sewer services, Hagenauer 
said. 


In other matters at the annual 


meeting, 
the 
township's 


$1.841,137 budget was cirticized 
on grounds that it shortchanges 
the the parks department. The 
township board is scheduled to 
adopt the budget at its regular 
meeting tonight. The budget 
does not contain pay raises for 
elected .officials. 


There unanimous agreement 


agreement among 42 people at 
the meeting one topic — the 
township should fight the 1-94 
penetrator. 
with 
all 
its 


resources. 


Benson, presiding over his 


16th annual township meeting, 
reviewed action the township 
had taken in its attempts to 
head off incorporation of the 
City of Faifplain. Signing up 
petitioners for an election must 
await delivery of official Boun- 
.dary. Commission documents, 
he said. 


One of the steps the township 


plans, to take immediately is to 
ask the Ingham County Circuit 
court to rule on division of as- 
sets. 


Benson said the township is* 


asking the courts to say: "who 
gets what?" Benson said attor- 
neys for the township, Fairplain 
and the attorney general's office 
do not agree. 


Hagenauer, 
of 2356 Lora 


drive, Fairplain, debated the 
incorporation issue virtually 
alone with the crowd in atten- 
dance composed mainly of foes 
of incor|>oration. 


The court decision would go a 


long way in clarifying the issue, 
Benson said. Hagenauer said if 
the judge ruled the new city 
would not get 
any of 
the 


township assets the incorpora- 
tion of the new city would not be 
economically feasible. 


Hagenauer said the one third 


net worth of St. Joseph township 
is already located in Fairplain 
in the forms of buildings and 
equipment. The one fourth net 
assets of Benton township 
probably would have to be paid 
in cash or movable equipment. 
Hagenauer said the home rule 
law on which the proposed new 
city backers are basing their 
plans specifies the new city 
would gel a proportionate share 
of the tmvnship's net worth. 


Thus a" court ruling on actual 


division of assets would be wel- 
•come at this time, Hagenauer 
said.

austerity document with major

Divergent Vu 
At Nuclear

A meeting on the safety of 


nuclear power plants Saturday 
night generated discussion and 
information on the controversial 
issue, but failed to reach any 
agreements on the future of 
nuclear-produced energy. 


The Nuclear Forum, held in 


an area sandwiched -between 
two nuclear power plants, of- 
fered a debate by four nuclear 
authorities whose viewpoints 
ranged from the total abandon- 
ment of nuclear plants to the 
continued development of the 
plants to meet the nation's 
energy needs. 


More than 200 people attended 


the meeting at the Unitarian 
church, 601 Main street, St. 
Joseph. 


The forum was sponsored by 


the American .Association of 
University Women, Grand Mer 
Association, League of Women 
Voters. Unitarian Fellowship of 
Berrien County, YWCA, and 
United for Survival. Inc. 


People who attended 
the 


meeting were encouraged to 
sign a petition as they left, 
demanding the end of nuclear 
power plants and the develop- 
ment of solar energy as an al- 
ternative. The petition was 
reportedly supplied by United 
for Survival, Inc.

"Regardless of the lack of al- 


ternatives, the U.S. must move 
toward the total abandonment of 
nuclear power plants as a 
source 
of 
energy," 
Dr. 


Abrahamson opened. 


He said the plutonium wastes 


from the nuclear plants are the 
most-toxic material ever used 
commercially and that nuclear 
radiation accidents will occur. 


Abrahamson lashed out at the 


argument that there was an 
economic need for nuclear- 
produced energy. "The elec- 
trical rate increases consumers 
arc now experiencing are due 
largely to the electrical 
com- 


panies' early committment to 
nuclear power plants," he said. 


Sindcrman said that Con- 


sumers Power believed that 
nuclear generation of electricity 


was a "proven technology" and 
that there were greater risks 
involved in everyday life. He 
said experts have theorized that 
a nuclear accident could occur 
only once in 10,000 years. 


Sindcrman noted that the 


Consumers-operated Pailisades 
nuclear power plants was back 
in operation 
and that 
the 


problems which closed the plant 
down were "mechanical rather 
than nuclear." 


Sandier said that the safety 


question of nuclear power plants 
was not a technical one. but a 
moral one. He said the plants 
currently have stored 
3,000 


Hiroshima bombs worth of toxic 
nuclear wastes which would 
have to be stored and guarded 
for over 1.000 years. "Do we 
have the right to leave this 
legacy of this enormous amount 
of nuclear waste just for the 
sake of a few extra kilowatts of 
power?" he summarized. 


Dr. 
Whipple 
said 
the 


problems of nuclear power 


plants presented engineers with 
no more problems than they had 
already 
experienced 
- with 


nuclear arms waste. "There is 
no substance so benign, that 
someone could not get ~. into 
trouble with it if he wasn't 
careful," he said. 


Whipple added, however; that 


nuclear engineers are a '-'cau- 
tious lot" and that they had .30 
years of experience in the field. 
He suggested that scientists 
could turn the nuclear wastes 
from the power plants into an 
asset rather than a liability by 
recycling it for some other use. 


A television 
documentary. 


"Powers That Be." which was 
narrated by Jack Lemmon, was 
also shown at the nuclear 
forum. The film, which Pacific- 
Gas & Electric Co. is currently 
attempting to suppress, is^an 


-account of the criticisms which

The crime compensation bill would not replace goods or money 


lost as a result of burglaries or muggings. But it would provide 
help for injured victims or their relatives who face serious finan- 
cial difficulties from medical p Ipenst-s or lost wages resulting 
from the crime. 


Sen. Patrick McCollough. D-Dearborn, sponsor of the bill, and 


the Senate Fiscal Agency estimate the program would cast the 
state about $1 million for awards and approximately S200.000 in 
expenses. Although this is a small portion of the slate budget it 
does add to state expenses at a time when the state is trying to cut 
every corner It can. 


One possible solution. McCollough suggests, is that the federal 


government will enact similar legislation, providing federal funds 
for the state programs. 


Hie bill's major provisions: 
—Establish a crime victims compensation board to consider and 


investigate claims and grant awards. 


—Define who is eligible for the awards. The definition generally 


says eligible recipients are the crime victim, surviving relatives 
or a person \vho depended on the victim for support. 


-Set standards for eligiblity. Thkse include the loss of at least 


$100 in expenses for medical care or services, or loss of two con- 
tinuous weeks' earnings or support. 


-Establish requirements for obtaining an award such as 


reporting the crime within J8 hours: filing for the award within 911 
days: actual physical injury, and Hie suffering of serious financial 
hardship. 
' 


-Place limits on awards. Generally the limits «|ual the medical 


cxpenscs-and loss of earnings or support, but not more than S10U 
per week or $15.000 per crime. 


—Reduce awards by the amount of insurance payments public 


funds granted or an emergency award that might be granted im- 
mediately in cases of extreme hardships.

(AP) — The sight of 20 govern- 
ment soldiers and local officials 
bound by their hands after the 
Viet Cong occupied his village 
in central Vietnam was enough 
for Phan Hong Ctiong.

Oil also cleans the engine, helps, to cool it, 


protects against rusting, and seals the cylin- 
ders. And today, the job that oil has to do is 
tougher than ever. 


SAE10W, SAE 30, etc. What 
those numbers really mean 


Those numbers are viscosity grades. They tell 
how thick the oil is. The higher the number, 
the thicker the oil. 


The SAE stands for the Society of Auto- 


motive Engineers, who' set up the grading 
system. The W means it's for cold weather.

6 basic tips for getting 


the most from a motor oil 


1. Change oil regularly, at least as often as 
directed by your owner's manual. If you 
drive under severe conditions, -(and stop- 
and-go driving is one of the worst) change 
twice as often. 
2. Change oil filter with every other 
change. If you don't change the filter, it can 
plug up and allow unfiltered oil to circulate 
through the engine. 
3. Don't let the oil get too low. Have it 
checked when you buy gas. And don't for- 
get to check it yourself when you stop at a 
self-service station. 
4. Keep your engine tuned. A poorly tuned 
engine can contaminate its oil .with soot or 
unbumed fuel. 
5. Group short trips together. On a single 
short trip, the oil doesn't really have a 
chance to get hot. If you group trips 
together, one right after the other, the oil 
will get hot, and heat fights the build-up of 
sludge and acids. 
' 


6. Don't idle to warm up. In a cold engine 
the fuel-air mixture is rich, and uhburned 
gasoline can get into the oil. So you want 
the engine to warm up fast, and the fastest 
way to warm up is to drive off right after 
starting. But take it easy for the first few 
mites.

(These last three1 tips can also conserve 


gwoline.) 


SAE 10W, will flow well. But as the engine 
gets hotter, the oil gets thinner, and a low 
viscosity oil wori't always give a hot engine all 
the protection it needs. 


The opposite is true for an qil with a high- 


viscosity grade like; SAE 30 or 40. It's thick 
enough to protect a hot engine, but on a really 
cold morning it would be too thick. The engine 
would be hard to start.

• ' You could use a low viscosity grade oil in 
winter and change to a higher viscosity grade 
oil in summer.

How multigrade oils work 


Multigrade oils are the kind; with two. grade 
humbers-^-like 10W-40. -They .act like low 
viscosity oils when the engine is cold and like 
higher viscosity oils when the engine is hot. 
, 
, They can do this because they contain 


special chemical additives called polymers. As 
engine heat builds up, it causes a change in the 
polymers which, keeps the oil from thinning 
out so much. 


But there's a catch. 
These polymers can break apart, or 


"shear," under engine stress. This means that 


The highest pressure in your engine is where the " 
camshaft (A) pushes against the valve lifters (B). 
Here an anti-wear additive in the oil lays down a 
thin film that must protect while pressure 
reaches about 100,000 Ibs. per sq. inch. 


=some multigrade oils do not "stay in grade." 
The 10 W- 40 that you put in your engine today 
might eventually drop down to a l.OW- 30. For 
this reason, you might need a multigrade with 
some "extra room" in its viscosity range. 


Why have single grades? 


Even with all the convenience of multigrades, 
single grades still have an advantage. No 


• multigrade has quite as much high-tempera- 
ture viscosity as the corresponding single 
grade. That is, a 10W-40 won't be quite as 
thick in a hot engine as a single grade 40. 


So you get a little better protection at 


high temperatures with a single grade oil.

inflation is going to be less of a 
problem. The proportion ex- 
pecting inflation of 10 per cent 
or more in the next year was 
halved from 32 to 16 per cent 
compared to last October. 


However, "Consumers feel 


increasing pressure on their 
personal financial situation, 
offsetting the favorable impact 
of lower •inflation expecta- 
tions," said Schmiedeskamp. 


SRC said consumer con- 


fidence is the same as in Oc- 
tober, but slightly better than 
indicated in a special small- 
sample survey conducted in 
December. 


While the outlook for con- 


sumer confidence is "now 
more favorable that a Tew 
months ago," said the study, 
"there are a number of reasons 
for expecting any recovery in 
consumer 
spending 
to be 


slow." 


SRC cited data showing con- 


sumers "are trying harder to 
save than at any other time 
since World. War H" and that 
confidence in government is 
decelerating 
faster 
than 


previously. 


Schmiedeskamp said SRC 


found that only eight per cent 
of the 1,374 persons interviewed 
believe we will have "good 
times" in the economy for the 
next five years, while 61 per 
cent forecast bad times. 


"At 
present," 
said 


Schmiedeskamp, "many con- 
sumers would be satisfied just 
to maintain their present stan- 
dard of living." 


The survey also discovered 


that 
consumers 
reacted 


favorably to auto industry 
rebates in February. 


"This suggests spending may 


react favorably to any price 
reductions that might occur in 
the months ahead," said the 
study. 


"The finding that the ex- 


treme pessimism has been 
modified is certainly good news 
but

Schmiedeskamp said. "The 
level of consumer confidence 
remains greatly depressed."

Currently, the township every 


five years has sought millage 
equal to the amount needed to 
nay the city for the service.

Masters Tuneup 


GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) - 


"I've 
worked hard," Tom 


Weiskopf said. "I'm back." 


But Weiskopf, a winner again 


after 18 months of frustration, 
was not the only one to turn a 
happy face toward Augusta, 
Ga., and the upcoming Masters, 
that annual spring rite that oc- 
cupies a unique position in the 
game of golf. 


\Vhile.-Weiskopfs relatively 


easy, 
front-running, three- 


stroke triumph Sunday made 
him the happiest man in the 
Greater Greensboro Open, there 
was a large number of pro golf's 
greats who found their own ray 
of a sunshine in the wind and 
cold that plagued this old event. 


"I think I accomplished what 


I wanted to," said Johnny 
Miller, a three-time winner this 
season who made a surprise 
entry here to hone his game for 
the Masters. . 


"I played a good, solid tour- 


nament," he said. "My game is 
good. My swing is good. My 
putting is coming along. It isn't 
great yet, but it's good." He tied 
for sixth. 


"I'm really quite pleased," 


said Gary Player, the gritty lit- 
tle South African who holds the 
British Open crown and will 
defend in Augusta. A final 
round'69 brought a big smite to 
his face. 


"That's the best round I've 


played in several years," said 
Arnold Palmer. "It's really 
very encouraging." After shoot- 
ing himself out of contention in 
the early going, Palmer closed 
with a five-under-par 66 in the 
final round but, like Player, was 
far, far back. 


"Fantastic," said Lee Elder, 


who will be the first black to 
play in the Masters. "Maybe I 
can surprise some people." He 
scored a rare double eagle — 
holing a 181-yard five iron 
.second shot on the par five MUi 


hole. 


And Lee Trevino finished a 


very creditable fourth in the 
wind and biting cold that sent 
him digging for extra, sweaters 
every round. "I was wearing 
everything I owned," said 
Trevino, who shot a late round 
68 for 281. 


But Weiskopf, a'leader since 


his opening round of 64, was the 
happiest of them all. He pushed

were published. 
~ Phelps said college basketball 
-soon will be hit by a major 


recruiting scandal involving 
prestigious schools which "will 
be our Watergate." He later 
said his remarks were greatly 
exaggerated. 


"Things will come out that 


nil) shock a lot of people," said 
Phelps. "1 would'not say what 
schools I think will get caught, 
but they include some pres- 
tigious schools in basketball. 


"Obviously, our system of 


penalties does not work. Cheat- 
ing is so widespread that until 
now the odds were against 
anyone being caught because 
there were so few investigators. 
But the few who were caught did 
not get a stiff enough penalty to 
discourage anyone." 


Brown, who insists that a 


coach must be a trial lawyer to 
understand the NCAA's recruit- 
ing regulations, said: "We need 
a Watergate in college basket- 
ball to bring out the facts. I 


know what's going on, and it's 
terrible. But too many people 
wont believe it" 


In February. LSU informed 


the Southeastern Conference it 
•may have violated a basketball 
recruiting rule. "We do not 
think we were in violation of the 
rules', but maybe we broke 93 
rules or something because 
there are so many 1 don't 
know." said Brown. 
The alleged violation involves 
two LSU players who talked to a 
high school player in a dressing 
room after a game. Under 
NCAA rules, a college may not 
recruit high school players on 
the court or in a dressing room 
without permission from the 
coach. 


"...This is the epitome of 


some of the problems which 
exist in the NCAA.'' he said. "I 
have had debates with the 
NCAA before over their rules.

Recruiting is disliked equally

Here I 
am prostituting myself to sign 
some 17 - year - old kid to come 
to Michigan." 


Part uf the reason some 


coaches prefer not to turn in 
their peers for illegal recruiting 
is that such a thing often can do 
more harm than good, accord- 
ing to a recent series in the 
Milwaukee Journal.

Big Ten coach as saying: "I and 
some other conference coaches 
used to always report certain 
schools, but the conference 
wouldn't do anything about it. It 
was like they were telling us to 
go out and cheat like the rest of 
them. Besides, it just creates 
bad feelings among coaches.":

abound, and there arc t-shirts, 
posters, bumper stickers and 
other forms of merchandise. 


All this continues to amaze 


and delight the man who started 
the whole thing. Gene Rodden- 
berry says he is "not a guru, 
and 1 don't hare space-admiral 
ensignia on my pajamas. I'm 
just an ordinary guy who likes 
to sail and play golf. 


"But when 1 attend one of the 


'Star Trek' conventions, I'm 
treated like some kind of oracle. 
It's a little too much to take, and . 
I try to limit myself to one con- 
vention a year." 


Until 1966. Roddenberry was a 


journeyman script writer in the 
television mill, turning out 
scripts for "Playhouse 
90." 


"Have Gun, Will Travel," etc. 


"I was head writer for 'Have 


Gun," and that was fun to do — it 
was a kind of fantasy." he 
recalled. "I also liked 'Naked 
City.' 


"But after 15 years as a top 


free-lancer, I got tired of the 
limitations of television writing: 
it was impossible to deal realis- 
tically with anything concerning 
politics, sex or religion. There 
were simply too many taboos. 


"So I decided to do what 


Jonathan Swift had done when 
he was faced with the same si- 
tuation: I would create my own 
worlds, as he 
did "with 


'Gulliver's Travels.' 


"Thus I could make my own 


comments about racial 
or 


religious prejudice, and -they ' 
would seem to apply to another 
planet. The show could .be 
appreciated on a pure adventure 
level by young people and the 
less sophisticated, and on an 
intellectual level by others." 


Selling "Star Trek" wasn't 


easy. MGM said it was too ex- 
pensive. CBS decided to go with 
another space series, "Lost in 
Space." Finally ^Lucille Ball 
gave it a try at Desilu. 


"Desilu had tried and failed 


at every kind of pilot — priests, 
cowboys, private eyes — so 
Lucy decided to try something 
far out," Roddenberry said. 
"She 
and I had a good 


arrangement: I wouldn't tell her 
how to do comedy, and she 
wouldn't advise me on science 
fiction." 


The first pilot cost $600,000 


and was rejected by NBC as 
"loo cerebral." It starred the 
late Jeffrey Hunter, who decid- 
ed afterward he didn't want to 
do science fiction! He was 
replaced by William Shattner in 
the second pilot, which NBC ac- 
cepted.

A. When an investor in the 40 


to 50 per cent income tax 
bracket says she needs more 
income, she really means: "I 
would like to retain more of the 
income I am getting now." 


I could say that you have too 


much money in stocks and that 
your list is too long for a person 
your age, but it will make an 
excellent inheritance for your 
daughter. The "problem" lies 
with the roughly $300,000 now 
invested in taxable bonds arid 
other dollar-fixed accounts. As- 
suming an average of even 7 per 
cent on these investments, you 
retain only $10,000 or $11,000 of 
the interest after taxes. If you 
were to shift the entire amount 
into tax-exempt bonds (and I 
would not advise so drastic a 
move) you could have about 
$18,000 a year tax-free from this 
sum. Of course you could also 
reduce the amount invested in 
low dividend common stock. •

ACCRA publishes two reports 


quarterly: The Consolidated 
Price report and the Inter-City 
Index report. 


Tlie Index offers a comparison 


of cost of living in communities 
across the nation, but is com- 
parative only by individual 
quarters and not for other 
quarters. 


Local chambers canvass the 


community to get at least three 
vendor prices for each item, 
where possible, and compute 
the average local price for each. 
The complete survey is turned 
in to ACCRA, which converts it 
by computer into a "reasonably 
accurate measurement of inter- 
city cost of living differences."

newspaper will become an ever more important link 
between you, the jobseeker, and you, the potential 
employer. 


The job ads placed by private 


employment agencies in this 
nation's -newspapers are tradi- 
tionally a prime source to which 
millions 
of 
America's 


unemployed turn. But judging 
by the 
volume and emo- 


tionalism of letters to me 
whenever'! wrote about these 
agencies, there is deep con- 
fusion (and misunderstanding) 
about their functions and ethics. 


Here, therefore, are valuable 


guides prepared for you by 
VVendecn H. Eolis, president of 
the Assn. of Personnel Agencies 
of New York State. 


—Look for the word "agency" 


in the ad to be certain that you 
have selected a licensed private 
employment agency. Private 
agencies are licensed and in 
most states must identify them- 
selves as agencies. 


— Get this fact straight: these 


agencies may never charge you 
a placement fee unless they ob- 
tain a job for you. If an agency' 
advertises that some of its jobs 
are "fee paid," find out if the 
job to which you are being 
referred is "fee paid" and if 
there is any condition under 
which you could be obligated to 
pay any part of a placement fee. 
If the agency advertises that 
there is "never a fee to the 
applicant." the agency may not 
collect a fee from you under any 
circumstances. 


—Consider multiple job clas- 


sifications that may have work 
available for your background 
and skills and .look under all 
categories that may apply to 
you. (For instance, if you have 
clerical and typing skills, you 
might qualify for positions 
under the heading of recep- 
tionist or perhaps even secre- 
tary). 


—Look for agencies 
that 


handle a large number of jobs 
for your background and skills; 
an agency that regularly places 
people in your field is probably 
your best bet. The National 
Employment Assn., which has 
affiliates such as the APANY 
throughout the U.S., will offer in 
June a directors' of all its 
members each agency. (A copy 


will cost S3.50, though. If you 
wish to contact the NEA, the 
address is 2000 K. Sir., N.W., 
Washington.

—Since jobs that are adver- 


tised have been placed in the 
newspapers days before they 
appear and the same job may be 
listed by the employer with 
more than one agency, the ad- 
vertised job may not be availa- 
ble by the time you visit the 
agency. So inquire about the 
job's availability before you go 
to the agency. If you arc willing 
to accept other positions, ask 
about additional jobs for which 
you might qualify.

—Be wary of agencies that 


advertise the same glamorous 
and unique positions for several 
weeks and watch out for "cu- 
tesy" language which fails to 
describe the job Also be cau- 
tious in answering ads that 
emphasize benefits rather than 
job duties. Agencies must, 
warns Ms. Eolis, include the 
information that is pertinent to 
the job.

must be specifically related in 
to the job available. Illustration: 
an adoption agency is in the 
business 
of working with 


children but you can hardly ex- 
pect to be doing this if your job 
is for a switchboard operator at 
the adoption agency - 


—- Understand that advertised 


salaries 
may 
reflect 
an 


employer's budget but not 
necessarily be a promise to pay 
you that salary. The salaries of- 
fered will be related to your own 
individual skills, experience,

history and

DETROIT (AP) - A 15-year- 


old Detroit girl was beaten and 
tortured over the. course of two 
days last week. Even though a 
neighbor heard the commotion, 
police were not alerted until it 
was too late. 


Three young men and a 


woman were arraigned Satur- 
day and charged with first- 
degree murder in the death of 
Linda Williams. 


Police said Gregory Lewis, 19, 


Audrie Watson, 19, Gary Bed- 
ford. 19, and Haven Walk. 22. 
began the beatings Wednesday 
morning and continued until 
Thursday evening. 


It began after Mrs. Watson, 


who lived with Miss Williams, 
discovered that about $95 was 
missing from her cashed wel- 
fare check, police said. 


Police said the quartet began 


beating Miss Williams with the 
wooden rolls from window 
shades, breaking 12 of them. 
Police said they then whipped 
her with a long telephone cord 
and beat her with a broom 
handle and baseball bat. 


The Wayne County coroner's 


report listed the cause of death 
as "multiple blunt force in- 
juries to the entire head and 
body." 


Miss Williams escaped at one 


point and went to a downstairs 
flat and begged for help. Her 
33-year-old neighbor said Miss 
Williams pleaded, "You gotta 
hide me, they're going to kill 
me." 


But she told police Bedford 


and Mrs. Watson found Miss 
Williams and dragged her back 
upstairs. 


The 
neighbor said 
she 


neglected to call police because 
"quite a bit of that goes on up 
there." 


She said she heard screaming 


and pounding in the upstairs 
apartment from 10:30 a.m. 
Wednesday until about 9 p.m., 
then again from 10 a.m. to 7:30 
p.m. on Thursday. 


After the beatings, Miss 


Williams was dragged to a 
vacant apartment across the 
hall. Emergency Medical Ser- 
vice received an anonymous 
phone call and found her dead 
on the floor. 


Police said they arrested Mrs. 


Watson and Lewis Thursday 
night in the flat where the beat- 
ings took place, while Bedford 
and Walk were arrested on 
Friday.
